THE DEBATE. 

The result of the attempt of Dalton Mc- 
Caithy to abolish the official use of the 
French language in the Northwest, is that 
the parliament of Canada has declared 
that French stall be retaincd permanently as 
an official language of the courts, the ordin- 
ances of the Northwest will be printed in 
Frsnch as well as English at the order of the 
federal government, 4nd after the next 
Territorial elections the Northwest assembly 
will be empowered to say whether or not the 
official use of the French language shall be 
continued in the assembly; with the under- 
standing that before those elections there 
will be a redistribution of seats by act of the 
federal parliament, to specially give the 
French population of the Northwest repre- 
sentation. As the French language has not 
hitherto been used officially by the assembly 
or inthe record of its proceedings to any 
but the most limited extent, the question 
stands practically where it did. In the 
debate on the question, the line of argument 
taken by Lauricr was that as English speak- 
ing people were in an overwhelming majority 
in the Northwest McCarthy’s proposition 
was not unreasonable in itself, but wasmade 
objectionable by the preamble which was a 
declaration against the official use of the 
French language in Quebec as well, where the 
French were in an overwhelming majority 
and where they had certain specially guaran- 
teed rights. Regarding the question as 
to the Northwest alone he thought it un- 
reasonable in the amendments proposed that, 
while provincial powers were refused the 
Northwest legislature on other matters of 
equal or greater importance more than 
provincial powers should be granted in this. 
It would be a more sound policy to leave 
the matter without change until the time 
had arrived for the territories to be organized 
as @ province or provinces and then place 
the power of dealing fully with this matter, as 
well as others properly pertaining to pro- 
vinces, in their hands. Sir John Macdonald 
devoted his attention chiefly to proving that 
he and the conservative party had always 
been the strongest supporters of the rights 
of the French Canadians, The official use of 
the French language had been abolished by 
a liberal government in England in the act of 
union between Lower and Upper Canada in 
1840. In 1844 when he wasin parliament 
supporting a conservative ministry to whom 
the majority of the French Canadians were 
opposed he had aided in passing a resolution 
whose effect was to establish French as an 
official language in united Canada, He had 
opposed representation by population in old 
Canada because the object of those who rais- 
ed that cry was to crush and oppress the 
French Canadians, He opposed McCarthy's 
bill for the same reason—it was based on the 
purpose of depriving the French Canadian 
people of the solace of the language they 
learned at the feet of their mothers, Re- 
garding Beausoliel’s amendiwwent he said: 
“After the population comes in there, if 
there is a large German population—and I 
should be very wlad to see it—who shall take 
possession of a large quarter of that area, 
why not give them the right to use the Ger- 
man language. They would insist upon 
using the German language. If the French 
Canadian settlement which was commenced

under rather unfavorable auspices at Edinon- 


ton should increase and grow 


the other—not the rights and privileges of 
the Northwest. On no other grounds can 
the amount of rot—looked at from a North- 
west standpoint — that was talked during 
the debate be accounted for. The North- 
west side of the question isthis: The Hudson’s 
Bay Territories were acquired by old Canada 
for the purpose of receiving the overflow 
population of these older provinces, which 
was continually streaming to the States— 
from French as well as from English Canada. 
It was thought to be desirable in order to 
induce a change from emigration to intermi- 
gration to allow the French similar privileges 
in the Northwest to those they enjoy in the 
province of Quebec as an inducement to them 
to prefer the Northwest to the States, where 
they were not allowed these privileges. This 
was some twenty years ago. In these twen- 
ty years, the English speaking population of 
the Northwest has increased largely and the 
French speaking very little. The induce- 
ments held out to the Freuch speaking 
people of Quebec have not been sufficient to 
cause them to prefer the Northwest to the 
States, and as a consequence the French 
speaking pupulation is probably in less pro- 
portion to the English speaking in the Terri- 
tories than in Ontario, New Brunswick 
or Nova Scotia, So small is the proportion 
that the privileges of the official use of the 
French lanquage in the proceedings of the 
courts, and in the proceedings of the legisla- 
ture, have not been exercised, except to the 
most limited extent. Twenty years experi- 
ence having shown that the official use of 
the French tanguage was not an induce- 
ment to French Canadiaius to settle in the 
Northwest, when the question was brought 
before the Northwest assembly that body 
was unable to do otherwise than to declare 
that it was unnecessary tolonger maintain 
in the Northwest act the clause compelling 
the official use of the French language. As 
the provisions of the clause were allowed to 
become practically a dead letter its existence 
was no great injury tothe English speaking 
population of the Territories, who might 
well have concentrated their attention on 
| matters of greater importance; and on the 
same ground—that it had become a dead 
letter from force of circumstances— its 
amendment could be no material injury to 
the French speaking population for they did 
not take advuntage of its provisions. But 
this Northwest mole hill has been madea 
mountain in Ottawa, From being aquestion 
whether more or less printing of Northwest 
official documents should be done in the 
French language, it has become a question 
as to whether Quebec shall or shall not be 
allowed to dictate the policy of the govern- 
ment ofall Canada. Itis right, it is bene- 
ficial, that Quebec should take a lively, an 
aggressive, interest in federal affairs, but 
when that interest takes the shape of dictat- 
ing, and being allowed to dictate, not a 
Canadian but a Quebec policy in regard to all 
Canadian matters, as it has on every 
great public question during the past ten 
years—dictation that has been particularly 
marked iv the recent debate when a purely 
Northwest matter Was considered solely as a 
Quebee matter—it is high time to call in 
question the statesmanship and the patriot- 
ism of those who, while assuming to control, 
submit, or express their willingness to sub- 
mit, tosuch dictation—who are willing to 
trade power tor place

n answer to the question, In what part 
ate region best adapted by climate for the 
raising of Wheat and cattle is the soil ofa 
depth and richness to ensure a continuance 
of abundant yields of grain and grase?: In 
this particular Northern Alberta, of which 
Edmonton is the commercial centre, is easily 
ahead of any other portion of the Northwest. 
The surface of the country is gently undulat- 
ing, and through the centre of the district 
the Saskatchewan river flows ina bed 200 
feet below the level. On top isa layer of 
from oneto three feet of black vegetable 
mould, with little or no mixture of sand or 
gravel, bearing a growth of wild vegetation 
of a luxuriance seen in no other part of the 
territories, and indeed seldom seen anywhere 
outside the tropics. It is peculiar to this 


hollows. This is accounted for partly by the 
fact of the mould being the direct result of 
the decomposition of vegetation just where 
it grew, and not a deposit brought from some 
other locality as isthe case with the deep 
svil of- the Red River Valley; und partly by 
the fires which in extra dry seasons burned 
away the turf in the localities which on 
account of their being more damp, because 
lower, contained a greater amount of vege- 
table matter. The black loam of Ontario, 
the result of the decomposition of forests for 
countless ages, was very rich, but it was less 
than a foot in thickness. The superior ferti- 
lity of the region where under parallel cir- 
cumstances three feet of similar soil has been 
formed must be evident. With a soil of 
such depth and fertility itis not wonderful 
that in ordinarily good seasons a yield of 
oats of 100 to 114 weighed bushels to the 
acre has not been uncommon, and that less 
than 60 bushels is considered a poor crop; 
that barlev will yield 60 bushels and wheat 
over forty and that potatoes of from three to 
four pounds weight are nct a rarity. Of 
course these yields have not been attained 
every year nor in any year by everv farmer, 
but they have been attained without ex- 
traordinary exertions, and prove that the 
capacity isin the soil if the tillage is given 
to bring it out. Underneath the nould lies 
a yellowish marley clay of a depth of about 
twelve feet. This clay, unlike the subsoil of 
Ontario, contains the elements of fertiliiy, 


has practically an inexhaustible fertility. 
Supposing the black mould to be worked 
out there remains the twelve feet of marley 
ciay underneath, which is almost equally 
fertile and can never be worked out. This is 
not to say that the land is not the better of 
good tillage and manure as well; but it is to 
say that instead of there being a continued 
battle asin even the best parts of England 
or Ontario to kee bad the fertility of the 
soil, necessitating the bringing in of manure 
from the outside, this land can be kept at 
the highest pitch of fertility forever merely 
by good cultivation and returnivg to it the 
refuse of what is taken from it, The differ- 
ence that the staying powers of the fertility 
of the soil makes to the farmer cannot be 
over estimated. Itis the difference between 
wealth and poverty, between a gold mine and 
one of iron pyrites, between a profitable and an 
unprofitable occupation. The farmer who 
settles on a farm und ina region where the 
soil lacks depth may do well for a time, but 
as the years yo by bis land after yoing up to 
a certain pitch in value invariably declines 
as it becomes worked out, for the simple 
reason that that farm like a scrub pig con- 
sunies too much according to the amount 
that it produces, The result is disappoint- 
ment and loss, How many localities can be 
picked out in the eastern provinces where 
settiers went in on light quick producing 
land, and spent the best years of their lives 
in making homes only to find that their land 
had become worthless through exhaustion, 
and that therefore their lives had been 
wasted; while others who went on deeper 
but more difficult land found a gold 
mine, Which by keeping up its fertility while 
wealth and the conveniences of civilisation 
increased around it,and because of it,contin- 
ually increased in value, aud made wealthy 
the owners almost in spite of themselves. 
This isthe kind of land that the Edmonton 
district has to offer to settlers to a degree 
that no other part of the territories has, 
Where aman may take upa farm and be 
satisfied that his children's children will find 
it as fertile as he did. Where aman having 
onee driven his stakes need never require to 
pull them up To get a farm with such « 
soil is worth nore than any little extra diffi- 
culty entailed in reaching herve as cqmgonst 
with points along the line of the C K., 
which uature has wot so favored.
